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THE CURRICULUM LIBRARY 


by Chase Dane 


One of the most interesting recent 
velopments in school librarianship 
the curriculum library. Before long 
,ost school districts will have such a 
brary. Because this development is 
» new no uniform pattern has been 
leveloped yet. Sometimes the curricu- 
im library is a part of the district’s 
ofessional library, sometimes it is a 
art of the curriculum laboatory, and 
ometimes it is a separate unit. 


It seems to have started in teacher 
training institutions. Students prepar- 
ing to become teachers were required 
to develop a unit as part of their 
practice teaching, or as part of their 
class work in a course in curriculum 
development. To help them, college 
and university education libraries be- 
gan building up collections of curric- 
ulum guides and units of study. In 
time these collections became so large 
that it was necessary to organize them, 
so that students could more easily find 
what they wanted. 


But this is only part of the story. 
The development of curriculum li- 
braries raises the age-old question: 
Which came first, the chicken or the 
egg? For almost simultaneously school 
districts began developing, and pub- 
lishing, their own curriculum guides. 
This speeded up the growth of these 
collections, since it made more ma- 
terials available to add to them. The 
growing availability of good, well-or- 
ganized, and handsomely printed or 
mimeographed curriculum guides has 
undoubtedly led to the development 
of many curiculum libraries. 


The growth of curriculum libraries 
has presented the school or district li- 
brarian with a number of problems. 
One, of course, is space. A building 
designed to house an education libra- 
ry or a professional library seldom 
has any extra room for a curriculum

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library. Next has been the problem 
of how to organize this wealth of new 
material. Much of the material in a 
cirriculum library is ephemeral, and 
librarians have elected to treat it as 
pamphlet material rather than as a 
conventional book collection, even 
when books form a large and impor- 
tant part of the collection. 


Gradually a pattern for arranging 
the material in a curriculum library is 
emerging. The one most widely used 
at the present time divides the mate- 
rial according to grade level first— 
that is, elementary, secondary, and 
higher education. Often state adopted 
or district adopted textbooks are 
placed at the beginning of each of 
these three sections. The books in this 
part of the collection are usually ar- 
ranged alphabetically by subject, such 
as arithmetic, language arts, and sci- 
ence. 

From here on there are several sat- 
isfactory ways of arranging the mate- 
rial in a curriculum library. One plan 
is to arrange it again alphabetically 
by subject. Often curiculum guides 
and units of study are placed after the 
state texts, in pamphlet boxes. Then 
come the sample textbooks, arranged 
alphabetically by publisher within 
each subject area. This arrangement 
makes it easy for the teacher who 
wants to see what textbooks have been 
published on elementary school lan- 
guage arts, for example. 

A word g§ caution is in order here. 
The curriculum librarian’s first im- 
pulse may be to subdivide these ma- 
terials too finely. That is, he may 
feel that it will be more helpful to di- 
vide secondary school science into bi- 
ology, chemistry, and physics. Or that 
language arts should be broken down 
into composition, drama, and gram- 
mar. After working with a collection 
divided this way, however, he will 
usually conclude that it is better to 
lump all science textbooks or all lan- 





guage arts books together. Few cur- 
riculum library collections will be 
large enough to require any further 
subdivision. 

The cataloging of all this material 
should be kept to a minimum, for sev- 
eral reasons. The library supervisor 
or district librarian who finds him- 
self in charge of a curriculum library 
very soon discovers that this is just 
one more job for which he is respon- 
sible, without any additional staff or 
clerical help. The cataloging should 
also be kept simple, because new ma- 
terial comes into the collection and 
old material leaves it so rapidly. Ex- 
cept when the curriculum library is 
part of the education library of a uni- 
versity or college, there is neither 
space nor need to keep materials per- 
manently. 

One simple way to handle the cat- 
aloging is to type just one card for 
each item. The entry is by publisher, 
and this brings all the guides by one 
school district or all the textbooks by 
one publisher together in the catalog. 
Thus a teacher or a publisher’s repre- 
sentative who wants to know what 
San Diego guides or what Macmillan 
textbooks are in the collection can 
easily find this information. 

The shelf arrangement of the mate- 
ials will supply the information given 
by the subject headings in a conven- 
tional card catalog. This leaves one 
piece of information uncovered any- 
where, either in the catalog or on 
the shelves—the authors of the books. 
However, the authors of textbooks are 
ordinarily not too impogtant to the 
patrons of a curriculum library. 
Teachers are more interested in sub- 
ject areas and grade levels than they 
are in authors. Of course, an author 
card can be made for the catalog, if 
the librarian has the time. But this 
is a luxury which many librarians 
cannot afford. 

The value of a curriculum library 
depends on its scope and up-to-date- 
ness, and this presents the librarian 
with still another problem. Contacts 


must be maintained with publishers’ 
representatives, so that new textbooks 
are added to the collection as soon as 
they are published. Letters must be 
written to school districts requesting 
guides which teachers have seen or 
heard about which they believe are 
worth adding to the collection. All of 
this takes time and money, and yet if 
this work is not done the value and 
usefulness of the collection will be 
seriously limited. 

The value, as well as the number, 
of curriculum libraries will undoubt- 
edly increase within the next few 
years. SLAC now has a section com- 
posed of curriculum librarians. And 
recently the State Department of Edu- 
cation began issuing a bulletin de- 
signed especially for them, including 
a much needed listing of new ma- 
terials, especially new curriculum 
guides prepared by school districts. 
The State is also making a survey of 
curriculum library policies.

A READING-LANGUAGE PROJECT IN THE 
SIXTH GRADE 


by Rick Blackley 


Probably the most rewarding activ- 
ity undertaken by my class of sixth 
evaders last year was a reading-lan- 
guage project involving use of the 
library. 

In a discussion during a regular 
reading period it became evident 
that all of my sixth-graders were in- 
terested in the people who write 
books. Many admitted that they had 
wondered about the lives of authors 
but had never done anything to sat- 
isfy their curiosity. We decided to do 
something about this. The first step 
was to compile a list of thirty-two fa- 
vorite authors. Each pupil then 
agreed to be responsible for learning 
the name and location of the publish- 
ing house handling the work of one 
author on the list. 


A consultation with our librarian 
led to the discovery that right in our 
school library on the reference shelf 
was a book listing all the major pub- 
lishing houses. One book never be- 
came so busy in such short time as 
did that book. Each person looked 
up the correct mailing address of the 
publishing house handling the work 
of his author. 


It seems no exaggeration to say 
that the language lesson on how to 
write a business letter to a very large 
and very busy publishing house had 
probably never before been so well 
received or so enthusiastically entered 
into by a group of sixth graders. A 
discussion of form and proper ter- 
minology was the preface to several 
periods of painstaking effort in the 
completion of each letter. In substance 
each publisher was asked to provide 
biographical information about a par-

ticular author, including a picture, if 
possible, with his reply. The letters 
were finished and popped into the 
mail just before spring vacation. 


During the two weeks immediately 
following vacation the United States 
mails became a matter of absorbing 
interest, and at least thirty minutes a 
day were given to discussion of the 
operation of these mails and the time 
involved in said operation. Patience 
does not seem to be an innate virtue 
of eleven year olds. The highlight of 
each day was the time appointed for 
the checking of the teacher’s box to 
see if the mail had brought some fab- 
ulous parcel. When mail came, every- 
thing stopped, and the lucky pupil 
who had received mail that day be- 
came the center of attraction and the 
envy of all who had not yet received 
answers to their letters. 


For me to describe the feelings and 
reactions of a young person opening 
his very first and very own business 
letter is impossible. Let me just say 
that I wish every author of every let- 
ter could have shared with me the 
feeling and the experience. “Reward- 
ing” is the best word I can offer, but 
it is very inadequate. 


Almost every letter was answered 
and the information requested given. 
The letters were warm, personal, and 
sincere. Most of the publishers sent 
book jackets of new or not yet re- 
leased books by the authors in ques- 
tion. Some forwarded pupil’s letters 
to the authors, and this led to new 
and wonderful letters from author 
to pupil, with autographed _pic- 
tures not infrequently enclosed. One 
author, to whom a boy with a flair 
for science had written, sent not only 
an autographed picture but reprints 
from an article in National Geograpic 





and a personal note commending the 
boy for his interest in science and 
urging him to continue his studies in 
this field. 

It soon became apparent that we 
had ample material for a display, and 
interest created by our display of 
book jackets during open-house week 
kept both librarian and teacher busy 
for several weeks making sure that 
those new books got to the right peo- 
ple before they were put into circula- 
tion. 

The spirit of the entire project was 
reflected in the unwillingness of every 
single person to part with the results 
of his letter. But one boy summed up 
interest and enthusiasm in the proj- 
ect even before any letters went into 
the mail when he came to my desk 
for help in checking his letter for mis- 
takes and said, “It has to be perfect 
‘cause I’ve never written a letter to 
New York before, and I want to be 
sure it gets there.”

cataloging, and processing of books 
are made possible for sixteen member 
libraries. His talk was followed by a 
panel discussion in which the opera- 
tion of the program was described by 
the librarians of a county district, a 
city school district, a union elemen- 
tary district, a metropolitan district 
in which the high schools employ a 
central cataloging system, and a high- 
ly specialized U.S. Naval postgradu- 
ate school. 

During the afternoon advanced 
techniques and machines used in 
minimizing routine work were ex- 
plained or demonstrated. Represen- 
tatives of various commercial catalog- 
ing services were present to answer 
questions. Leslie Janke, head of San 
Jose’s Department of Librarianship, 
presided. 

Professor LeRoy Merritt, Acting 
Dean of the UC School of Librarian- 
ship, announced that a similar insti- 
tute is planned for January at Berke- 
ley.
